It 
agrees to an armistice. When it is 
considered that the business of the 
Convention has been delayed by 
captions pleas, and the interposition 
of causeless points of order, this 
concession will take its proper 
prominence. It is a concession to 
the demands of the occasion. 

ANOTHER GOOD MOVE. 

The Convention passed Thursday 
an ordinance which relieves legis!u- 
tion of much of its former trouble. 
A judge can now be removed by a 
specified majority in a Legislature 
without going through the formality 
of an impeachment, with all its at- 
tendant expenses. 

Jay Bird Jones, for instance, could 
have been displaced without trouble. 
No one would have contended for his 
rights. 

A PARDON GRANTED. 

No one, we presume, will take 
Gov. Brogden to task for the uncon- 
ditional pardon he has granted to 
Elwood, convicted of murder. 7 he 
killing was distinctly proved. But 
the element of murder upon which 
he was convicted, was not. There 
was no evidence of malice, and on 
this ground appeals to Executive 
elemency are founded. The Gov- 
ernor has done right, and no one 
will question that in this case. The 
pardoning power has been wisely 
used. 


JOURNALISTIC. 

Mr. P. Donan is announced as the 
Editor of the Sentinel. We should 
be wanting in courtesy if we did not 
welcome his advent. For Col. Do- 
nan has earned himself a national 
reputation as the editor of the Cau- 
casian, through which medium he 
illustrated the strongest impulses of 
his warm Southern blood. We wish 
Col. Donan success, and for many 
reasons, will be happy to preserve 
the most pleasant persona! relations 
with a gentleman so much entitled 
to respect and consideration. 


We publish in our local columns 
a letter addressed to the Hon. John 
Manning on the Eastern question. 
Gentlemen of the Convention ma7 
take such note of it as they think 
proper. While on the subject, we 
beg pardon of such Western mem- 
bers as have by implication been in- 
cluded in an opposition so hostile to 
the interests of the East. Such 
men, for instance, as Mr. Vaughan 
have been determined in their efforts 
to give the relief asked for. The 
opposition comes from other quar- 
ters. Nevertheless, we hope such 
action will be taken as will show the 
East that the Convention neither 
forgets nor neglects that important 
section.

On yesterday the. Convention 
passed through its several readings 
an ordinance remitting the entire 
question of the form of county goy- 
ernment to the hands of the Legis- 
lature. It wasa good days work. 
The people of New Hanover, Haili- 
fax, Edgecombe, Craven and other 
negro-ridden counties have now the 
relief they have so earnestly sought, 
and have the most powerful mo- 
tives possibly urging them to poll 
sach a vote for the ratification of 
the Constitution as shall demon- 
strate that they are worthy of the 
boon. All honor to those delegates 
who bave nnselfishly come to the re- 
lief of their oppressed brethren of the 
East, though their own friends were 
safe. There is no reason to fear 
that the Geueral Assembly will 
abuse the trust committed to them

SUPFRAGE, &C. 

We record with much pleasure the 
passage of thé ordinance providing 
for the purification of the ballot. At 
length some distinction is made be- 
tween the honest man and the felor. 


We have been at a loss to discover 
the true reasons of the opposition 0: 


the white Republicans toa measure 
that commends itself so strongly to 
the reason of the people. They are 
apt to ask why the rogue bas equal 
privileges with the honest map. 
They fee! the indignity of voting side 
by side with the felon. 

We are sure, that many of the 
gentlemen on the Republican side 
of the house are conscience stricken 
at an opposition which savors of a 
defence of crime. The Democrats 
propose a measure which embraces 
all criminals. Zhe Republicans 
choose to construe the ordinance as 
an attack upon arace. Voters will 
please take notice of the difference; 
when the measure comes to be con- 
sidered by the people, there can be 
no difference of opinion. White and 
black will alike endorse a movement 
which again elevates the ballot to 
something of its old purity and 
dignity. 

WOMAN SUFFRAGE, 

The decision of the Uaited States 
Supreme Court in the ease of Vir- 
ginia L. Minor and Fraucis Minor, 
her husband, who appealed from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, which ruled that woman 
have no right to vote in that State, 
is published, and being unanimously 
in favor of allirming the decision of 
the court below, ought to settle the 
question whether women are enti- 
tiled to the ballotunder the fourteenth 
amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States, as was claimed by 
the plaintiffs in this case, says the 
Petersburg Daily News. This is the 
second decision affecting the political 
status of woman decided by the Su- 
preme Court within a year past.— 
The first was the case of Mrs, 
Myra V. Bradwell, of Chicage, who 
was denied admission to the bar of 
[!linois because she was a woman, 
On appeal to the Supreme Court that 
tribunal decided that it could not in- 
terfere with any local reguiations re- 
lative to the admission to the bar of 
persons inthe States and aflirmed 
the decision of the Illinois Supreme 
Court. Inthe Minor case the ques- 
tion presented was whether since the 
adoption of the fourteenth amend- 
menta woman who isa citizen of 
the United States and of the State of 
Missouri, isa voter in that State, 
notwithstanding the provision of the 
coustitution and laws of the State, 
which confine the right of 
suffrage to men alone. The Chief 
Justice, in delivering the opinion of 
the court, beld that women were citi- 
zens before the adoption of the four- 
teenth amendment, and that sex has 
never been made one of the eiements 
of citizenship in the United States. 
The fourteenth amendment did not 
add to the privileges and immunities 
ofa citizen. It simply furnished an 
additional guaranty for ibe protection 
of such as he already had. No new 
voters were necessarily made by it. 
Indirectly it may have had that ef- 
fect, because it may have increased 
the number of citizens entitled to suf- 
frage under the Constitution and 
the laws of the States, but il oper- 
ates for this purpose, if at all, 
through the gates and the State 
laws, and not directly uron the citi- 
zen. If it had been intended to 
make all citizens of the United States 
voters, the framers of the Constitu- 
tion would not have left it to impli- 
cation. So important a change in 
the condition of citizenship as it 
actually existed, ifintended, would 
have been expressly declared. In 
conclusion, the opinion says that 
“certainly, if the courts can consider 
any question settled this one. For 
nearly ninety years the people have 
acted upon the idea that the Consti- 
tution, when it conferred citizenship, 
did not necessarily confer the right 
of suffrage. If uniform practice long 
continued can settle the construction 
of so important ap instrument as the 
Constitution of the United States 
confessedly is, most coriainly it has 
Itis not fer us to 


look at the hardship of withholding. 
Our duty is atan end if we find it is 
within the power of the State to 
withhold.”

the Public Debt. 

Editor News :-—As the question of 
repudiation of the publie debt now 
engages the attention of the Con vene- 
tion, and as the probable action of 
this body, will be, in a great mncasure, 
influenced by public sentiment, and 
as that sentiment Jeans undoubtedly 
towards repudiation, it may not be 
amiss to place beforg the direct rep- 
resentatives of the™people and the 
people too, some of the effects oi this 
policy upon the future: welfare and 
prosperity of our State if carried out. 
And this cannot be better done than 
by quoting from a decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania in 
vose involving the validity of certain 
bonds issued by a county of that 
State. ‘Phe remarks o/ the learned 
judge seem peculiarly applicable to 
the situation of this State, with re- 
speet to theissues of bonds made at 
various periods of her history. He 
said: 
“Phe certificates of bonds on the 
face of them pledge the faith, credit 
and property of the county for the 
payment of both principal aod inter- 
cst. The pledge ts as absolute for the 
interest as for the principal. it was 
a publie loan on the fuith of the pubs 
lic eredit. Such laws are conimon not 
only on the part of our general and 
State governments, but OUR all 
organized States of the civilized 
world, and there is no sentiment on 
which mankind are more united 
than on the inviolability of such pub 
lic pledges,and the seniiment ls very 
sound; for repudiation of public ob- 
ligations is sure to be followed by 
social disorders and a general decay 
of private morals. A pledge of the 
public faith ranks as an imperfect 
obligation because no action at law 
ordinarily liesto enforce it, The 
State or community may furnish a 
qualified remedy against itself: but 
unless it do so the coutract is remed- 
jess. Everything beyond this must 
be referred to the arbetrament of the 
sword. But beeausp all ordinary

‘The State 
of Pennsylvania has been sorely 
tried atseveral periods of ber history, 
but she bas never taroished ber fame 
by entertaining for an instant the 
thought of repudiation. When she 
could not pay she issued scrip bearing 
an interest that would compensate the 
creditor fer delay—has taken cffec- 
tual measures for payment at the 
earliest possible period, aud she has 
udiformly measured the extent of her 
obligations by the official acts of her 
official agents without regard to the 
fidelity, the wisdom or the prudence

Senator Alcorn has 
telegraphed Attorney General Alcorn 
tre following: Having read several 
jncorrect and sensationa. dispatches 
touching the recent race troubles at 
Friar’s Point, I beg to assure you that 
there need be no alarm for the peace 
of this county. Several hundred 
armed negrees, who had been incited 
by an ill-tempered chief, marched in 
our town and were rapidly repulsed 
by the whites, under the lead of the 
most prudent citizens, who have been 
following the armed bands of negroes 
and dispersing them with as little 
violence as possible, and urging them 
to go home. The mob has been 


dispersed, and I think will re- 
main quiet. There is no question 
of politics. Of this excitement, 


the whites are, to a man, for the 
defence. Those of the negroes who 
have been misled are fast being rec- 
onciled. A community of p'anters 
may be relied on for the kind treat- 
ment of the labor. The whites have 
made no demonstration of hostility 
to the negroes of this county, but are 
anxious to cultivate the most friendly 
relations. My name has been most 
ridiculously asserted in the matter, 
I trust you will not give credence to 
the share given me in this affair by 
telegram.
